Ball asked MacBundy the timing of the announcement. 

Ball said we were trying to preposition half of the story 
now and we will preposition the rest during the night about 
gdngiihGo theads of govt. MacBundy said they had not set 
a sharp time because he did not think that the President 
wanted to put a limit on his iiana discussion with the leader- 
ship. Ball asked would he make the announcement tonight 
before knowing the full result. MacBundy said he will know 
that the action is in full execution. MacBundy thought the 
time would be after 7:00 and before 8:00. 

MacBundy said he had just done a draft of the text and 
the President had not decided to do a TV or statement. MacBundy 
said as soon as the draft was retyped he would send it over. It 
needed to be checked against a number of things as to fact or 
not. It is very brief. 

Ball said we were putting the story together here in 
order to get something to the field. MhcBundy said he was 
assuming and the President's text was asstiming that the 
Sec. State would be in touch with everybody wab out our purposes. 
Ball said that was correct. MacBundy said Amb. Stevenson was 
going into the SC. Ball said Stevenson was not necessarily having 
a meeting of the Council-- this is being worked out. Rusk is 
getting .in touch with Stevenson. 

The other thing we are going to say, but after it has been 
checked with the Leadership, is a congressional resolution, 
MacBundy said. MacBundy is assuming that the Dept, lawyers 
are working on that. Ball said that is correct. The intent 
now is to ask for a congressional resolution but feme it depends 
on the leadership. 


BBundy asked about timing for delivery of diplomatic notes. 
MacBundy said that would depend on how many chanceries we would 
want to wake up. MacBundy suggested a circular telegram for 
Presidential delivery by flash order. In Europe it will be 
1:00-2:00 in the morning but in the Far East it will be easy. 
Ball said we might have a special message, apart from a tele- 
phone call to London, to 5-6 others. They would in effect be 
covering notes for the release of the memorandum of facts. 
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
